M any of the bridges are located 
on school bus routes, a factor 
which is given weight in the de­ 
term inations.

trea ted in the sam e m anner. 
“ W here 
a 
covered 
bridge 
is 
located on a section of highway 
to be relocated, the old section 
of the highway, including the cov­ 
ered bridge, reverts to the politi­ 
cal subdivision and becom es its

“ If in the course (rf construc­ 
tion it is necessary to destroy or

STUDY SIREN 
FOR ROCKETS 


NEW YORK (AP '—A New York 
firm has been awarded a govern­ 
ment contract to study th© pos­ 
sibility of using a siren to speed 
up rockets of the future. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration awarded the 
$85,000 contract to Acoustics .As­ 
sociates. 
The problem concerns soiid-fuel 
rockets. At present such rockets 
contain a mixture of gases trapped 
in tiny pockets of a rubbery ma­ 
terial molded to the inside of the 
rocket chamber. 
When an electric spark touches 
off the rocket, the gases mix and 
burn. The sirens sound waves 
would speed up the mixing of the 
gases as thev seep from the rub­ 
bery base. 
Thus the higher the power of 
the siren, the faster the rate of 
burning and the faster the speed 
of the rocket.
